“The frontiers of Germany,” Herr Hitler 
writes in “Mein Kampf,” “are fortuitous and 
temporary limits in the course of the eternal 
political struggle.” “The boundaries of States 
are the work of men and are changed by them”; 
and “without an expansion of territory a great 
nation seems doomed to go under.” These dicta 
of the Fuehrer, and his policy since he has ruled 
the Reich, leave little doubt that the seizure of 
Danzig would not be the end of an adventure, 
but a new beginning which might speedily lead 
to German domination in Europe. It is perfectly 
realized here, except by those who are wilfully 
blind, that the ultimate challenge would then be 
to the British Empire, and to everything that 
Great Britain stands for.—The Times (London). 


Business Conditions in Canada 


Throughout Canada business activity during 
the first half of 1939 maintained a level well 
above that for the corresponding period of 1938 
and has recovered sharply following the reces- 
sions at the first of the year. Marked gains 
were made during the second quarter, the index 
of the physical volume of business compiled by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics rising from 
111.7 in February to 121.4 for May and June. 
As a result, this index averaged 116.2 for the 
first six months of 1939 as compared with 110.1 
for the same months last year. 

This improvement has been general and 
there are but comparatively few branches of 
industry where the increase in operations has 
not reached substantial proportions. Employ- 
ment is more general than in any year since 1930 
with the single exception of 1937. Merchants 
throughout the country reported retail sales in 
June in greater volume than in the same month 
of any year since 1931. Crop prospects are more 
promising than for some years and with in- 
creased farm purchasing power augmented de- 
mand for many commodities may be anticipated. 
While data for July and August are still incom- 
plete, the seasonal slackening in business com- 
mon during the summer months is indicated by 
preliminary reports to have been less pronounced 
this year.— Royal Bank of Canada,
